Mrs.  C.  Bruce  Ilsley 

It  is  with  a feeling  ot  very  great  loss 
that  we  announce  the  retirement  of 
Mrs.  Ilsley,  following  six  years  of  im- 
portant service  to  Pine  Manor  Junior 
College  as  head  of  the  French  depart- 
ment and  a concluding  year  as  the  sen- 
ior member  of  the  department. 

Mrs.  Ilsley  is  an  alumna  of  Smith 
College,  earned  her  master’s  degree  at 
Radcliffe  College,  and  is  a Docteur  de 
l’Universite  de  Paris.  She  came  to  us 
from  Wellesley  College  where  she  had 
taught  for  nineteen  years  and  had 
served  as  the  chairman  of  the  French 
department  for  the  final  four. 

With  the  departure  of  Dr.  Ilsley 
Pine  Manor  loses  one  of  its  most  dis- 
tinguished faculty  members,  a widely- 
respected  scholar  and  teacher,  an  au- 
thor of  note,  and  a beloved  friend  of 
the  college.

Much  has  happened  since  the 
last  issue.  First  of  all,  the  Alum- 
nae Council  gathered  on  the  weekend 
of  Valentine’s  Day  for  an  historic 
meeting  . . . historic  in  the  sense  that 
it  was  the  first  of  what  will  surely  be 
a long  series.  There  were  about  thirty 
who  came.  They  were  an  enthusiastic 
and  hard-working  group.  You  will 
find  a picture-story  about  the  weekend 
elsewhere  in  this  issue,  but  I would 
like  to  add  that  from  my  own  point 
of  view  this  was  an  extremely  valuable 
and  successful  enterprise.  It  is  very 
helpful  to  the  college  for  us  to  have  a 
chance  to  hear  alumnae  ideas,  and  then 
to  have  a well-informed  alumnae  group 
travel  back  to  homes  far  from  the  cam- 
pus. To  all  who  were  concerned  with 
this  affair  the  college  expresses  thanks 
and  congratulations. 

Early  in  March  Mrs.  Ferry  and  I 
left  a snow-covered  New  England  for 
Charleston  to  join  some  three  hundred 
members  of  the  National  Association 
of  Schools  for  Girls,  in  a three-day 
session.  This  group  has  been  very 
kind  to  the  writer,  and  this  meeting 
once  again  provided  him  a chance  to 
present  the  point  of  view  of  the  lib- 
eral arts  junior  colleges  to  key  people 
from  private  secondary  schools  all  over 
the  continent. 

A New  Slant  on  Admissions 

Speeches  this  year  included  one  by 
John  Duggan  of  the  College  Entrance 
Examination  Board  in  which  he  pre- 
sented a plan  whereby  almost  all  re- 
sponsibility for  admissions  decisions 
could  be  taken  away  from  the  colleges 
themselves  and  handled  by  an  objec- 
tive group,  matching  the  programs  of 
the  colleges  with  the  interests  and  ca- 
pacities of  the  applicants.  Needless  to 
say,  the  project  was  heard  with  more 
academic  interest  than  enthusiasm.  I 
think  you  may  be  entirely  certain  that 
for  many  years  to  come  Pine  Manor 
will  be  making  its  own  choices  of  stu- 
dents, judging  by  more  than  test  scores 
and  records.  However,  it  was  inter- 
esting to  realize  that  if  ever  multiple- 
applications  literally  paralyzed  the 
colleges,  there  is  an  emergency  solu- 
tion ready  in  the  hands  of  this  fine  or- 
ganization. 

Dr.  Albert  E.  Meder,  Jr.,  executive 
director  of  the  Commission  on  Mathe- 
matics, also  of  the  C.E.E.B.,  spoke  on 
dramatic  changes  being  made  in  the 
teaching  of  mathematics  in  the  high 
schools,  shifts  in  approach  and  phi- 
losophy that  should  be  visible  in  actual 
classrooms  next  fall.  Mentioning  the 
force  of  public  attention  now  being 
directed  at  the  sciences  due  to  very 


apparent  shortcomings  in  high  school 
programs  and  methods,  he  asked  that 
the  solution  be  found  not  merely  in 
more  mathematics  but  in  an  entirely 
new  approach  in  teaching.  New  texts, 
summer  sessions  for  teachers,  and 
new  courses  will  be  common  next  fall 
as  the  emphasis  in  geometry  and  alge- 
bra shifts  from  tricks  to  logic.  Here 
lies  a true  answer  to  Sputnik-provoked 
fears,  and  thanks  to  what  is  already  in 
process  I think  you  can  feel  that  very 
soon  you  will  see  the  effects  of  better 
teaching  in  high  school  mathematics. 
Watch  for  them  in  your  own  local 
schools. 

Junior  College  Heads  Convene  in 
Michigan 

The  sun  came  and  went,  but  the  air 
was  soft  and  Charleston  was  a wel- 
come change  from  New  England’s 
thick  blanket  of  snow.  On  Thursday, 
March  6,  we  flew  to  Grand  Rapids, 
Michigan,  to  join  a very  much  larger 
and  a very  different  group.  Well  over 
a thousand  representatives  of  the 
American  Association  of  Junior  Col- 
leges had  gathered  there  to  discuss  the 
problems  affecting  their  current 
870,000  students,  and  to  plan  for  the 
million  or  more  expected  next  fall. 

Junior  college  speakers  again  and 
again  stressed  the  need  for  clarification 
of  aims  and  purposes,  for  many  of  our 
nation’s  junior  colleges  have  grown 
explosively,  prompted  by  "felt  needs” 
of  local  communities  rather  than  by 
basic  philosophical  convictions.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  there  will  soon  be 
heavier  emphasis  on  liberal  arts  edu- 
cation in  most  of  the  junior  colleges, 
if  programs  follow  expressed  inten- 
tions. In  my  mind  such  changes 
would  greatly  strengthen  the  whole 
junior  college  movement,  bringing 
new  prestige  to  a type  of  institution 
that  has  heretofore  very  often  tried  to 
provide  something  for  everybody,  oc- 
casionally at  the  sacrifice  of  sound 
education  in  the  traditional  sense.  In 
any  case,  we  at  Pine  Manor  are  not  di- 
rectly concerned  for  we  are  concen- 
trating on  offering  a strong  program 
more  effectively,  rather  than  on  trying 
to  determine  what  kind  of  a program 
we  should  provide.

Today,  when  so  much  attention  is 
focused  on  the  teaching  of  science 
in  school  and  college,  it  is  interesting 
to  notice  that  the  Pine  Manor  science 
department  has  kept  in  step  with  the 
times. 

Currently  the  department  is  offer- 
ing four  full-year  courses  in  the  nat- 
ural sciences,  one  of  which  must  be 
chosen  to  meet  the  graduation  require- 
ment of  six  credits  in  science. 

A student  may  meet  the  science  re- 
quirement with  a year  of  biology, 
physical  science,  or  chemistry.  Physi- 
ology may  be  elected  as  a second  course 
in  biological  science. 

Biology  Is  Popular  Elective 
Biology,  being  a very  popular  sci- 
ence elective  — often  with  as  many  as 
seventy-five  students  — has,  of  neces- 
sity, been  taught  by  the  informal  lec- 
ture method.  The  lectures  are  sup- 
plemented by  a three-hour  laboratory 
period. 

The  biology  laboratory  is  well 
equipped,  and  as  far  as  physical  facili- 
ties go,  the  laboratory  compares  fa- 
vorably with  any  college  offering  com- 
parable biological  work. 

Physical  Science  Begins  with  Astronomy 
The  class  in  physical  science  meets 
for  three  so-called  lectures  weekly, 


and  these  are  double  laboratory  pe- 
riods. The  experiments  are  demon- 
strated and  questions  and  class  dis- 
cussion are  held  "on  the  spot."  In  this 
way  it  is  possible  to  cover  more  ma- 
terial and  clarify  it  immediately. 

The  course  starts  with  astronomy, 
followed  by  a study  of  the  funda- 
mentals of  chemistry  and  some  nuclear 
physics  and  then  a brief  study  of  the 
common  forms  of  energy.  There  is 
also  an  introduction  to  meteorology 
and  geology. 

These  two  courses,  biology  and 
physical  science,  carry  the  bulk  of  the 
science  enrollment  at  Pine  Manor,  but 
students  may  also  elect  the  course  in 
general  chemistry,  and  as  an  advanced 
course  those  who  have  taken  biology 
may  choose,  in  the  second  year,  the 
course  in  human  physiology. 

Thus  the  Pine  Manor  science  de- 
partment has  kept  in  step  with  the 
times.  It  is  interesting  to  follow  the 
growth  of  the  department  from  the 
1930’s  and  early  1940’s,  when  such 
courses  as  food  study,  hygiene,  and 
astronomy  were  offered,  up  to  and  be- 
yond the  war  years,  when  college 
chemistry  and  biology  appeared  in 
the  curriculum. 

In  1942  I came  to  Pine  Manor  to 
teach  the  freshman  homemaking  stu- 


dents, who  were  required  to  take  one 
semester  of  chemistry  and  one  semester 
of  nutrition. 

Our  laboratory  and  classroom  u'ere 
in  Hampden  House,  which  was  not 
particularly  well  suited  for  this  pur- 
pose. There  were  disadvantages  also 
to  a semester  course  in  chemistry, 
which  should  have  included  not  only 
the  fundamentals  of  general  chemistry 
but  enough  organic  chemistry  to  help 
in  the  understanding  of  the  nutrition 
to  follow  in  the  second  semester.  Both 
courses  were  too  brief,  and  we  were 
well  aware  of  the  inadequacies  of  this 
arrangement,  but  it  w'as  impractical  in 
a two-year  college  to  give  more  of 
each. 

Astronomy  for  Liberal  Arts  Students 

Because  of  the  highly  specialized 
nature  of  the  homemaking  course, 
Pine  Manor  could  accommodate  only 
a limited  number  of  "homemakers” 
each  year.  And  what  of  the  larger 
number  of  liberal  arts  students?  They 
had  no  choice  — astronomy  was  the 
only  science  offered  to  them  at  that 
time. 

There  was  a platform  near  the 
Stack  upon  which  was  a small  tele- 
scope used  to  study  the  heavens  and 
to  learn  more  about  the  New  England

climate!  Under  Mr.  Thorndike*  the 
school  acquired  a good  collection  of 
books  on  astronomy  and  several  pieces 
of  apparatus,  including  a small  plane- 
tarium that  is  still  used  in  our  course 
in  physical  science. 

Science  Department  Helps  War  Effort 

During  1942  we  were  eager  to  do 
our  part  in  the  national  emergency. 
Mrs.  Potter  asked  us  to  suggest  courses 
that  might  be  of  use  to  the  students, 
and  I suggested  a year  of  college 
chemistry,  which  was  my  special  field. 

I cannot  remember  the  size  of  that 
first  class,  but  it  was  small.  It  did  in- 
volve many  additional  hours  of 
teaching,  but  the  fact  that  the  liberal 
arts  students  now  had  a choice  of  two 
sciences  • — astronomy  or  chemistry  — 
compensated  for  the  extra  work. 

Curriculum  Committee  Revises  Courses 

In  the  fall  of  1945  the  course  in 
astronomy  was  dropped.  This  was  the 
year  toward  the  end  of  the  war,  when 
many  colleges  saw  fit  to  revise  their 
curricula  and  of  course  Pine  Manor 
followed  suit.  We  worked  out  a new 
plan  of  study  that  included  one  year 
of  a science.  We  realized  that  in  a 
two-year  college  we  were  not  justi- 
fied in  requiring  a year  each  of  bio- 
logical and  physical  science  as  did 
most  of  the  other  colleges,  and  so  we 
compromised  with  a semester  of  each. 

In  the  fall  of  1946  this  combined 
course  was  offered  for  the  first  time. 
There  were  twenty-five  students  in  the 
class.  I taught  both  parts  of  this 
course. 

The  course  proved  satisfactory,  but 
we  did  need  a qualified  biology  teach- 
er and  a larger  and  better-equipped 
laboratory.  The  first  need  was  met 
very  happily  in  the  appointment  of 
Mrs.  Warren  (later  to  become  Mrs. 
Crawford),  who  was  then  acting  head 
of  the  physiology  department  at  Mount 
Holyoke.  The  need  for  a more  ade- 
quate laboratory  was  attacked  by  Mrs. 
Potter  and  me.  We  investigated  pos- 
sible locations  for  a small  modern 
building  and  had  plans  sketched.  How- 
ever, the  construction  of  the  present 
wing  at  Westlea  best  suited  the  plans 
Miss  Cooke  had  for  the  college. 

New  Laboratory  Attracts  Science  Students 

In  the  fall  of  1947  the  homemaking 
course  was  no  longer  offered.  The 
liberal  arts  program  was  now  in  full 
swing.  Since  our  new  science  quarters 
were  not  ready  for  use  when  classes

started,  Mrs.  Warren  and  I shared  the 
facilities  at  Hampden  House  for  the 
first  semester.  At  mid-year  we  moved 
into  our  present  quarters.  We  were 
thrilled.  Everything  was  beautiful  and 
just  as  modern  as  any  laboratory  in 
the  area. 

The  popularity  of  biology  increased 
to  such  a degree  that  a group  of  stu- 
dents wanted  a second  year  of  related 
material  and  petitioned  to  have  a 
course  in  physiology  opened  to  seniors 
in  the  fall  of  1948. 

Chemistry  had  continued  with  a 
fluctuating  number  of  students.  The 
semester  courses  in  chemistry  and  nu- 
trition had  disappeared  with  the  home- 
making course.  The  science  require- 
ment was  still  the  integrated  course  of 
a semester  of  biological  science  and 
one  of  physical  science;  but  it  could 
be  fulfilled  by  the  course  in  chemistry 
or  physiology,  the  latter  only  with  spe- 
cial permission. 

Each  year  there  have  been  a few 
more  girls  taking  chemistry  to  meet 
the  requirement  for  a school  of  nurs- 
ing to  which  they  plan  to  transfer. 
There  are  others  who  upon  transfer 
from  Pine  Manor  have  majored  in 
chemistry  or  zoology.  We  are  espe- 
cially proud  of  Pei  Chuan  Lee,  who  is 


now  completing  the  work  for  her  doc- 
tor’s degree  in  chemistry. 

Since  we  discovered  that  many  col- 
leges were  unwilling  to  accept  the  in- 
tegrated course  to  fulfill  their  science 
requirement,  it  seemed  best  to  change 
our  requirement  to  either  a year  of 
biology  or  a year  of  physical  science. 
The  integrated  course  was  still  offered 
however,  for  those  who  did  not  wish 
to  transfer  to  a senior  college.  This 
plan  continued  until  the  fall  of  1955, 
at  which  time  the  teaching  load  had 
become  too  great  for  Mrs.  Crawford 
and  for  me.  We  were  fortunate  in 
getting  as  a third  department  member 
another  Ph.D.  from  Radcliffe  (with 
her  work  taken  at  Harvard  Medical 
School)  who  taught  the  integrated 
course  and  helped  Mrs.  Crawford  in 
biology.  This  was  Mrs.  Florence  Mc- 
Donough, who  is  still  with  us. 

Those  of  us  who  have  worked  to- 
ward a finer  science  department  for 
Pine  Manor  are  convinced  that  our 
courses  compare  well  with  the  science 
programs  in  similar  colleges.  How- 
ever, our  minds  are  always  open  to  in- 
vestigate and  study  the  new;  and  we 
will  continue  to  give  students  the  best 
available  knowledge  by  both  modern 
and  time-tested  teaching  methods.

Dear  Mrs.  Crawford: 

Mother’s  most  recent  letter  included  the  very  thoughtful  and  generous 
Resolution  voted  by  the  Pine  Manor  Faculty  on  January  20.  It  touched  me 
deeply,  for  I expect  that  my  devotion  to  Pine  Manor  and  interest  in  it  will 
always  be  unique  in  my  feelings  about  institutions  with  which  I have  been 
associated.  It  was  very  difficult  to  break  this  tangible  tie  by  resigning  from 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  However,  Pine  Manor  is  such  an  integral  part  of 
me  that  the  bond  will  never  really  be  severed,  notwithstanding  the  ab- 
sence of  formal  connections  or  the  fact  that  thousands  of  miles  stretch  be- 
tween the  college  and  me.  I would  appreciate  it  very  much  if,  at  the 
next  faculty  meeting,  you  would  convey  my  deep  gratitude  to  the  faculty  — 
the  Resolution  meant  more  to  me  than  I can  ever  express.  My  thoughts 
have  been  with  Pine  Manor  during  these  months,  and  my  most  heartfelt 
good  wishes  are  with  you  all. 

It  is  difficult  for  me,  basking  in  the  "August”  of  Australia’s  summer, 
to  visualize  the  Pine  Manor  campus  in  the  midst  of  winter,  or  to  picture 
you  all,  starting  the  second  semester,  a month  before  Australia’s  university 
students  return  from  their  "long  vac”  to  commence  another  year.  I wonder 
if  persons  from  our  hemisphere  ever  really  learn  to  think  of  the  seasons 
as  any  other  than  upside  down,  when  living  "down  under.” 

Just  before  Easter  I shall  be  in  Canberra,  the  nation’s  capital,  a 
"planned  city”  (architecturally  and  in  planning  somewhat  similar  to 
Washington  with  its  circles,  etc.)  with  almost  every  type  of  northern 
hemisphere  tree  lining  its  avenues.  It  will  be  autumn  then,  and  if  I am 
fortunate  I shall  glimpse  the  autumn  colors  - — ■.  But  when  May  arrives  I 
shall  again  cross  the  Equator  and  will  skip  winter  (as  I did  this  year)  to 
land  in  Formosa's  spring.  For  the  next  fifteen  months  I will  be  there, 
and  in  other  Asiatic  countries,  as  a visiting  consultant  under  the  United 
Board  for  Christian  Higher  Education  in  Asia.  . . . 

These  past  four  months  have  opened  new  worlds  to  me.  Fortunately, 
I have  been  able  to  see  much  of  this  vast  continent  in  the  course  of  my 
visits  to  the  Australian  universities.  When  I leave  the  country,  in  mid- 
April,  I shall  have  been  in  every  state  as  well  as  the  Northern  Territory  — 
a travel  feat  which,  I am  told,  is  not  duplicated  by  many  Australians  (who 
use  their  travel  funds  mainly  for  that  long-cherished  visit  "home”  to 
England).  The  Carnegie  Corporation  has  very  generously  extended  my 
grant  to  enable  me  to  visit  the  New  Zealand  universities  — where  I will 
be  during  the  month  of  March.  The  Australian  people  whom  I have  met 
have  been  notably  triendly,  outgoing,  hospitable,  and  interesting.  I feel 
that  I shall  be  leaving  many  good  friends  when  I start  for  the  Far  East 
(or  "Near  North,”  as  it  is  called  here). 

This  is  a very  exciting  time  to  be  in  this  country:  educationally,  the 
so-called  Murray  Report,  an  intensive  survey  under  government  auspices 
of  Australian  University  needs,  has  only  recently  been  published,  and  of 
course  this  was  of  unusual  interest  to  me.  Socially,  the  country  is  pre- 
paring for  the  Queen  Mother’s  visit  later  this  month.  And  politically,  it  is 
in  the  midst  of  Prime  Minister  Macmillan’s  Commonwealth  tour.  Happily, 
my  hostess  at  the  Women’s  College  invited  me  to  accompany  her  to  the 
formal  Town  Hall  Reception  for  the  Prime  Minister  and  Lady  Dorothy 
Macmillan  — and  of  course  this  was  one  of  the  highlights  of  my  entire 
trip  thus  far.  Mr.  Macmillan  has  been  very  well  received  throughout 
Australia.  He  is  the  first  British  p.m.  ever  to  visit  the  country  while 
in  office,  and  is  described  as  the  most  important  foreign  visitor  the  Aus- 
tralians have  ever  entertained  (exclusive  of  the  Royal  Family). 

Please  extend  my  greetings  to  the  Pine  Manor  Faculty  and  Adminis- 
tration. May  1958  be  a wonderful  year  for  you  all.

Admissions  Outlook 

If  all  goes  well  we  hope  for  a larger 
freshman  class  than  usual  next  fall, 
up  to  170.  Applications  have  increased 
by  about  six  per  cent  over  last  year, 
and  we  are  getting  our  admissions  de- 
cisions out  earlier  than  usual.  Today, 
April  10,  we  already  have  105  for- 
mal Reservation  Agreements  in  the 
rile;  last  year  none  had  as  yet  been 
sent.  It  is  our  hope  that  these  earlier 
decisions  will  ease  things  for  us  by 
letting  us  know  sooner  which  appli- 
cants seriously  want  to  come  to  Pine 
Manor.  Many  alumnae  daughters  have 
been  accepted;  more  will  be  coming  in 
the  years  just  ahead.  Let  us  remind 
you  once  more  ...  if  your  daughter  is 
heading  this  way  be  sure  that  you  let 
us  know  soon  so  that  we  can  help  you 
in  planning  for  her.  Early  visits  and 
applications  are  always  wise.

Her  Flair  for  Architecture 


Betty  Lou  Custer,  ’41,  is  one  of  ap- 
proximately ninety-six  women  in  the 
entire  16,000  membership  of  the  Ameri- 
can Institute  of  Architects. 

This  is  a noteworthy  achievement,  for 
the  formal  training  and  apprenticeship  are 
long  and  arduous  in  the  profession  of 
architecture.  Nevertheless,  she  says,  "Archi- 
tecture is  a 'natural'  for  women." 

Betty  Lou  obviously  loves  her  work. 
Her  special  field  is  residential  design,  in- 
cluding new  structures,  remodeling  of 
homes,  and  interior  design. 

To  her  credit  is  the  complete  remodeling 
of  wo  century-old  houses  and  one  over 
fifty  years  old,  as  well  as  several  additions 
and  individual  rooms. 

Wins  Award 

The  kitchen,  designed  for  the  Paul  R 
Wielandys  of  St.  Louis,  was  on  the  first 
Kappa  Kappa  Gamma  House  Tour  in  the 
fall  of  1955  and  was  published  in  Better 
Homes  and  Gardens,  Kitchen  Ideas  for 
1957. 

None  of  her  classmates,  and  probably 
Betty  Lou  herself,  realized  her  special 
talent  in  the  field  of  architecture  during 
Pine  Manor  days.  Betty  Lou  says,  however, 
it  was  here  she  first  became  interested  in 
art  history  and  architecture  and  was  en- 
couraged by  Eleanor  Manning  O'Connor, 
A1A,#  to  further  her  education  at  the 
Washington  University  School  of  Archi- 
tecture. 

Betty  Lou  w'as  graduated  with  honor 
from  Pine  Manor  in  1941  and  three  years 
later  she  received  her  bachelor  of  archi- 
tecture degree  from  Washington  Univer- 
sity. 

Degree  in  hand,  the  young  architect 
must  serve  an  apprenticeship  with  an 
architectural  firm  to  gain  the  necessary 
experience  and  training  for  architectural 
registration.  Betty  Lou  spent  the  next 
five  and  one-half  years  with  the  firm  of 
Neal  J.  Campbell,  consulting  engineer, 
being  prepared  for  registration,  w'hich  she 
received  from  the  State  of  Missouri,  Feb- 
ruary 14,  1949. 

Betty  Lou  then  decided  to  train  for 
specialization  in  residential  design.  She 
became  associated  with  the  firm  of  Harris 
Armstrong,  A1A,  in  Kirkwood,  Mo. 

In  1952  she  left  this  firm  to  become 
staff  architect  of  the  St.  Louis  County 
Planning  Commission,  for  which,  in  addi- 
tion to  her  work  in  architecture,  she  su- 
pervised an  extensive  public  relations 
program.  This  included  being  in  charge 
of  exhibits  and  preparing  various  reports 
and  booklets  -which  have  been  published. 

During  this  time  she  also  served  as  a 
representative  to  the  Metropolitan  Plan-

ning  Conference  of  1952  and  as  the  Plan- 
ning Commission  representative  to  the 
Citizens  Council  on  Housing  in  1953. 

Starts  Own  Architectural  Practice 

In  1954  Betty  Lou  started  her  own 
architectural  practice  and  has  a studio 
at  her  parents'  home. 

A professional  woman  must  maintain 
active  membership  in  the  societies  relat- 
ing to  her  field.  Betty  Lou  joined  the 
Association  of  Women  in  Architecture  in 
1943  and  served  as  national  president 
from  1950  to  1952.  Currently  she  is  na- 
tional historian  of  this  organization,  a 
permanent  office  until  resignation. 

In  1944  she  joined  the  St.  Louis  Chap- 
ter, AIA,  as  a junior  associate  member 
and  in  1951  was  accepted  to  corporate 
membership.  She  has  the  distinction  of 
being  the  first  and  still  the  only  woman 
corporate  member  of  the  St.  Louis  Chap- 
ter. AIA. 

Through  her  responsibilities  of  public 
relations  and  exhibits  while  with  the  St. 
Louis  County  Planning  Commission,  she 
met  the  requirements  for  membership  in 
the  Women's  Advertising  Club  of  St. 
Louis.  She  was  educational  chairman  of 
National  Advertising  Week  in  St.  Louis 
in  1955. 

Interested  in  Historic  Residences 

Betty  Lou  is  of  course  extremely  in- 
terested in  historic  buildings  and  resi- 
dences, especially  in  the  South  and  in 
New  England,  and  is  presently  compiling 
information  for  a book  on  St.  Louis  to 
be  ready  in  1964  to  coincide  with  the 
twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  her  graduation 
from  Mary  Institute.  She  has  written 
various  articles  which  have  been  pub- 
lished, concerning  the  architectural  pro- 
fession for  women,  and  is  listed  in  the 
American  Architects  Directory,  first  edi- 
tion, 1956. 

The  first  edition  of  Who's  Who  of 
American  Women  is  now  being  compiled 
by  the  Editorial  Board  of  Who’s  Who  in 
America,  and  Betty  Lou  has  recently  been 
invited  to  be  listed. 

Time  for  hobbies  and  community  serv- 
ice? Yes,  indeed.  This  busy  and  talented 
alumna  is  currently  president  of  the  Mary 
Institute  Alumnae  Association.  She  is  a 
member  of  the  Pine  Manor  Alumnae 
Fund  Council.  And  she  is  an  active  mem- 
ber of  the  Women's  Association  of  Sec- 
ond Presbyterian  Church  in  Sr.  Louis  where 
she  has  taught  Sunday  School  intermit- 
tently for  over  twelve  years. 

Her  hobbies  include  cooking,  reading, 
and  sewing,  and  we  know  too  that  she 
has  traveled  extensively  throughout  the 
country.
